Down Easy, 


Wilcox, the Leader, Acquitted — His 
Followers Lightly Punished. 


Prof. Van Tassel Drowned or De- 
voured by Sharks.

Affairs in Samoa — Sickness Among 
the German Sallors—The Ques- 
tion of a Ruler Again 
Complicated.

San Francisco, Nov. 23.—[By the As 
sociated Press.] Hawaiian advices were re- 
ceived by the steamer Zealandia today. 
Robert Wilcox, leader of the insurrection 
at Honolulu last July, has been acquitted. 
His first trial came toa sudden termination, 
as one ofthe jurors suddenly announced 
that he was prejudiced, and the jury ac- 


trial occurred the last week in October. The 
members of the jury were all native Ha- 
wallans. He was promptly acquitted. The 
other persons engaged in the insurrection 
have also been tried. A Chioaman who 
was convicted was fined $250, and light 
fines were also imposed upon ten or twelve 
natives. rer the Belgian, who was 
the first one of the conspirators convicted, 
has had his death sentence commuted b 
King Kalakaua to one year’s imprisonmen 
after which he will probably be banis 
BALLOONIST VAN TASSEL KILLED. 
The Zealandia reports that as she entered 
the harbor at Honolulu November 10th, 
Prot. Van Tassel, the balloonist, made an 
ascension from the shore and 
the balloon in a parachute. He fell into 
ocean about two miles from shore and —— 
mile from the steamer. He was seen no 
more, and it is supposed be was eaten by 
sharks, Van Tassel. left San Francisco a 
few weeks ago — ap scape and Australia,

fore 3 o’clock Van ‘Tassel entered his bal- 
loon alone. The balloon ascended steadily 
to a height of 1000 feet, when it was 
caught by a breeze blowing seaward, and 
carried over the water. Van Tassel hur- 
riedly made preparations for descent. The 

arachute was let loose, and the seronaut 

escended into the water about two miles 
off shore. That was the last that has been 
seen of him. Two boats were immediately 
lowered from the Zealandia, but they could 
find no trace of him.

AFFAIRS IN SAMOA, 


Again Chosen King. 

Apia (Samoa), Nov. 15 (per steamer Zea- 
landla).— SAN Francisco, Nov. 23.— By 
the Associated Press.] Considerable alarm 
has been felt here on account of the death 
of several sailors on the German man-of- 
war Sophie and the report that their deaths 
were caused by typhus fever. A number of 
other sailors were il), and the Germans es- 
tablished a hospital on the Sophie for their 
accommodation. American and British 
residents became alarmed and complained 
to their respective consuls, who asked the 
captain of the Sophie for an explanation. In 
his reply to Consul Blacklock, the captain 
admitted that the malady was typhus fever, 
but subsequently the surgeons of the Sophie 
and U. S. S. Adams, and the resident German 
physician, held a consultation and pro- 
nounced the disease the Samoan fever, 
known as “Taso Vela,“ or hot blood. The 
Sophie’s 2 attributed it to decaying 
substances on the wrecks of the Trenton 
and other war vessels which were lost in 
the hurricane last March. However, the 
Germans removed. the sick sailors to a re- 
mote part of the town, where two of them 
have since died. 

WHO SHALL BE KING? 

Notwithstanding the provisional election 
held here by the natives last month, which 
resulted in the choice of Mataafa as King, 
and Malietoa as V ice-King. the followers of 
Tamasese last week elected Malietoa King 
and Tamasese Vice-King. All forei 
residents of Apia are anxious to have the 
question as to who shall be ruler of Samoa 
settled by the three powers represented in 
the recent Berlin conference.

Then the Presbyterians, 
who are doing a little work with a 
great deal of effort among the Mexi- 
cans and Pueblos.

ALLEGED DESIRE FOR 


STATEHOOD A FARCE, 
The Bosses “Want In,“ but the 
People Don't Shadowy vote 
Some True Inwardness New 
Mexico Politics. 


Banta Fu (N. M.), Nov. 23.—[Staff 
Correspondence of Tun TIuXSs.] New 
Mexico is popularly supposed, just 
now, to be in a condition where the 
children are crying for Statehood. 
“The people” have elected delegates 
to a constitutional eonvention; the 
convention has framed an excellent 
State Constitution; and this winter 
Congress will be petitioned, by gentle- 


men who know how to give it an ear-

ache, to admit New Mexico into the 
sisterhood of States and satisfy her 
1 clamorous therefor. The 
akotas and Montang have come in 
and taken their seats around the 
family hearth, and now New Mexico 
““wants in,” too, to toast her chilly 
shins at the same grateful biaze. At 
least, we are informed that she is 
pining for admissien, and some one is 
oe knocking vigorously enough 
r. 
But those who have ever been ac- 
quainted with New Mexico and ber 
able politicians ‘suspect a fake even in 
80 innocent a request, and those who 
are inside the present ropes know it. 
A gigantic bunco is being attempted, 
to be put up both on Congress and on 
the people of New Mexico. The whole 
scheme is one of the most character- 
istic frauds and farces ever evolved 
in even this Territory of astounding 
political rankness, and as transparent 
as the gold-brick swindle. 
In the first place, New Mexico is not 
ready to be a State, and she knows it. 
Ido not refer to the mass of her popu- 
lation, nor to her Mexican majority 
nor to the prevalent ignorance an 
superstition, nor to any of the errone- 


_@us and distorted arguments of the 


Congressional minority report which 
made such an uproar. The population 
of the Territory is about 175,000, of 
whom 30,000 are Indians. Of the re- 
maiuder a secant 20,000 are Americans 
(in our egotistic sense), and the 
rest Spanish- Americans. Of this 
latter 120,000, not nearly 10 
per cent. have even a common- 
school education. Probably not 10 
per cent. can read and write. But for 
all that, the assumption that the Mex- 
icans are a dangerous population is er- 
roneous and ignorant. They are good 
ople, good neighbors, good citizens. 
The trouble with New Mexico isn’t the 
common paisanos. Had it no worse in- 
mates than they are, on the average, it 
would make a very respectable State. 
Its curse is the educ „wealthy, un- 
scrupulous Mexican amos or bosses, 
and the scrub Americans who fawn to 
them and keep them in power. Twenty 
or thirty funerals, judiciously distrib- 
uted, would make this an admirable 
commonwealth. The common Mexi- 
can slaves—for such in fact they are 
realize this. They are not slaves by 
nature. They are brave men, lon 
ground down. They know they ge 
nothing from their peonage; but revolt 
is a serious thing, and how shall they 
nit when they see “the superior 
race,”’ the born and always free 
laying their 
necks in the mud for these self-same 
oppressors to trample? But it the 
Americans would start. it, they’d be 


meaning. Of course there are des- 

peradoes among them; dut they are 
uite lost in the broad average of 
tizenship. 

But the people of New Mexico do 
not want Statehood. They are not 
now in a condition to desire a glory 
which costs so much in extra taxes; 
and above all, they do not wish a State 
governed by the gang which now gov- 
erns the Territory, and which is trying 
to geta State for better berths. The 
whole Statehood: movement in New 
Mexico is a movement of the politi- 
cians—or rather of a few of them, and 
the most disreputable few, at that. It 
does not even represent both parties, 
but fs purely a partisan scheme. The 
interest of the people in the matter 
may be surmised from the fact that only 
one voter in six went to the polls at 
all to vote for delegates to the consti- 
tutional convention! That sole fact 
should settle the matter before Con- 

ess, and doubtless will. That bod 
8 not a national policeman to na 
truant Territories by the scruff of the 
neck and yank them into Uncle Sam’s 
school, whether they will or no; and 
New Mexico plainly no quiere. 

And what do the politicians want, 
that they are so determined to bungle 
the Union and throw New Mexico in? 
Well, there are several thin In the 
first place, a Territorial legate to 
Congress is very small potatoes beside 
a full-fledged Senator or Congressman, 
and there’s only one of him. There 
are several able gentlemen here who 
would disdain to be Delegate, but 
would jump achance to fill the more 
dignified zapatos. And if 52 could 
get New Mexico into the Union as a 

tate, that would make several nice 
berths at the outset. To be the elected 
Governor of a State is a deal bigger 
and better than to be the appointed 
ditto of a Territory, under the thumb 
of Congress and the President, and if 
this were a State there would be a good 
Many more paying other offices than 
now. 

Then there is that little matter of 
the militia warrants. For their ar- 
duous services in fighting the hostile 
Indians, whoused to write their bloody 
autograph across the Territory, the 
only recompense the brave militiamen 
got was in Territorial warrants, which 
of course never have been paid, and 
never were intended to be paid while 
in the hands of their proper owners. 
The poor soldiers whe earned them 
were systematically frozen out.“ 
Legislature after legislature refused to 
pay any attention to their claims, and 
at last they were glad to seil out, for a 
few cents on the dollar, to the sharks 
who had been waiting for them—and 
who had in fact been manipulating the 
thumbscrews and putting on the 

ressure. All these warrants are now 
n the hands of a few of these wealthy 
absorbers. There have also been 
several million dollars’ worth forged; 
and as the forgeries cannot be told 
from the originals, the whole business 
is to be cashed! -That helps to explain 
why the ring is 80 vearnful 
after Statehood. A queer com- 
bination is this ring—a few 
foxy fellows of great influence 
(through peonage) and microscopic 
principles. It is a cold, clammy fact— 
sensational as it may sound-—that if 
the law had had its course the major- 
ity of these influential politicians 
would have been hanged long ago, or 
would now be doing life sentences at 
Santa Fé. It is hard for the stranger 
to believe that this pompous but 
courteous and well-educated man assas- 
sinated a clergyman who was in the way 
of his infamous schemes, and reached a

There are none in the Territory, never 
have been, and will not be—in eee 
faith for many years to come. The 
only schools are sectarian ones. Fore- 
most, of course, are the Catholics, who 
have several colleges and a great many 
local schools. Then the Presbyterians, 
who are doing a little work with a 
great deal of effort among the Mexi- 
cans and Pueblos. The Congrega- 
tionalists and Methodists also bave 
quite a number of mission schools; and 


Indians alone. As to what these 
schools accomplish, I may have some- 
thing to say in a later letter; the fact 
of present import is that they are 
here, and that there is nothing else. 
It need hardly be said, of co and 
would not be claimed even by their 
advocates—that they do not nor can 
take the place of public schools. 

Last winter’s slature was the 
most astounding legislative body, 

robably, that ever met anywhere since 
the world began. A progressive Ameri- 
can, who had accidentally been in- 
cluded in the State, introduced a bill 
for the establishment of public schools. 
Confiding soul! The promptness and 
weight with which he was sat upon“ 
made his head swim. The bill was 
killed, and buried and a mountain 
piled upon its grave. One prominent 
member, ig, his speech, vowed that he 
„would wade through seas cf blood be- 
fore his children should g° tothe pub- 
lic school;’’ and the whole Legislature 
strongly indorsed the sentiment which 
he so graphically expressed. Them's 
the sentiments’ of New Mexico with 
regard to public schools. 

As to that Legislature, one or two 
of its achievements are enough to fix 
its status, One bill which was passed 
provides that all (sectarian) school- 
teachers and justices ot the peace shall 
know how to read and write! Even 
this met with opposition, one member 
rising to remark that this was a fool- 
ish lation for justices—if they 
couldn’t read or write, they’d be more 
careful in their proceedings!

THE NEEDED THOROUGHFARE, 


The complaints of the residents of 
the western section of the city against 
the injustice they suffer in not having 
athoroughfare into the city are growing 


loud and deep, and are just and sHould 


be regarded. It ia a crying shame to 
the people of the western hill district, 
between Temple and Seventh streets— 
a distance of nine blocks—that they 
have no way of entering the city ex- 
cept by the circuitous routes of the 
streets named. And these two streets, 
be it remembered, are about monopo- 
lized by the cable-car tracks, and driv- 
ing on them is unpleasant and at times 
really unsafe. A person living, for in- 
stance, in the line of First street, when 
coming to the center of the city has to 
make a circuit of over a mile to reach 
his destination. This should not be. 
Property-holders of this part of the 
city have been paying taxes long 
enough to be entitled to consideration, 
and the city fathers should .see that 
justice is done them in the way of im- 
provements. They want a direct 
thoroughfare to the business portion 
of the city, and should have it. 

The opening of First street and 
making a traffic grade to the city 
limits is the need and demand that 
shoald be respected.

after December Ist, proximo.

HISTORY. 


og W. T. Sherman arrived near 
Chattanooga late in November, 1863. 
To get his army over the river unob- 
served, Hooker was ordered to dis- 
tract the attention of the Confederates 
by an attack on the nortbern face of 
Lookout MouNTAIN with a force of 
10,000 men. The main body of the 
Confederates lay in a hollow half way 
up the mountain, with several brigades 
on the summit. Their pickets held a 
continuous line along Lookout Creek, 
with reserves in the valley. Hooker 
moved to the attack early on the morn- 
ing of November 24th. Geary, sup- 
ported -by Craft; marched to Wauhat- 
chee, where he crossed Lookout Creek, 
while another force crossed directly in 
front of the Confederates on temporary 
bridges. A heavy mist enveloped the 
mountain and plain. Geary crossed at 
8 o’clock, and, seizing the 40 pickets, 
extended his line to the foot of the 
mountain. Cross's 1 occupied 
the bridge below the railroad 
station, while Wood’s brigade crossed 
balf a mile above. Two  bat- 
teries were placed on a hill 
near by, and at 11 o’clock Hood was 
endeavoring to drive the Confederates 
from the mountain. Gen. Walthal 
directed the Confederate movements. 
Hooker’s guns played on the breast- 
works and rifle-pits up the wooded de- 
clivity. 
the rifle-pits, capturing nearly all the 
men. Simultaneously they cut their 
way through the felled treesand drove

e. Meanwhile Freeland’s brigade 
Was pushing them onthe flank. The 
flerce struggle raged in a thick cloud 
and hid the combatants from view. By 
noon the plateau was cleared and the 
Confederates were fleeing down the ra- 
vine toward the Chattanooga Valley. 
All the morning anxious eyes watched 
the conflict from Chattanooga and the 
Orchard Knob, and though they could 
hear the roar of the artiliery could see 
nothing. Hooker established himself 
on the eastern face of the mountain, 
so that by an enfilade fire be com- 
— commanded the Confederate de- 
enses across the Chattanooga Valiey 
at Missionary Ridge. Such was the 
battle in the clouds which contributea 
— to Hooker’s military reputa- 
on 
JOHN KNox. the celebrated leader of 
the Scotch Reformation, was born in 
East Lothian in 1505. Ordained a 
riest in 1530, he renounced the Roman 
tholic faith in 1542 and became one 
of the boldest and most ardent of 
Protestant preachers in Scotland. 
Captured by the regent Arran in 1547, 
he was sent to Franco and held a pris- 
oner in the galleys for 19 months. 
leased in 1549, he became chaplain to 
Edward VI. of England, and in 1553 
married Marjorie Bowes. Mary be- 
coming Queen, Knox retired to 
Geneva, where be became pastor of a 
church and a friend of John Calvin. It 
was chiefly through Knox’s efforts that 
the Scottish Parliament, in 1560, re- 
nounced the papal supremacy and 
adopted the Calvinistic confession of 
faith. Mary, Queen of Scots, endeav- 
ored to have Knox convicted of 
treason, but he was acquitted. He 
died November 24, 1572, after having 
witnessed the assassination of the 
nt M „ia 1570, and the dis- 
ered condition of public affairs 
which ensued. 


BENJAMIN SILLIMAN, an American 4. Quiet 


naturalist of — distinction, was 
born in Conn cut Angust 8, 1779.

He gained great distinction as a lec- 
turer on science, established in 1818 
the American Journal of Science and 
Arts, made several important discov- 
eries and wrote numerous treatises on 
subjects.

JOSEPH BRANT (Thavendanega),who 
80 largely in the Revolutionary 
was an Indian half-breed and

many atrocities, from the odium of 
which his son, Joba Brant, endeavored 
toclear his memory. Joseph Brant 
died November 24, 1807. 

GEORGE CROLY, the poet and pul ~ 
orator, died November 24, 
was born in Dublin in 1780, and — 
for many years rector of St. ‘Stephen’ 8 
Church, London. 

Readers of English history are 
familiar with the name of WILLIAM 
SANCROFT, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who was born in 1616, and after being 
Dean of York and St. Paul’s was, in 
1677, raised to the See of Canterbury 
by Chales II. He was one of the seven 
— tried for libel by order of 

ames II., but. n refusing 
to take the oaths to nam III. be- 
cause that monarch’s title to the crown 
rested on an Actof Parliament and not 
on Divine Right Sancroft was deprived 
of his See. He wrote several works, 
the most important of which was 
“For Preedestinatus, a Fore-ordained 
Thief,“ a bitter attack on the Calvin- 
ists. Zancroft died November 24, 1693.

he quail seems to know when the 
game law is on, as during the summer, 
when it is against the law to molest it, 
it overruns the gardens, is seen by 
thousands in the washes, and the de- 
fiant notes are heard in every cafion. 
It is then nesting, and you may find 
the little family in your garden. One 
has made its nest near the house of a 
friend, the writer, for several seasons, 
and is of course never molested. : 

Some morning as the sun creeps up 
from Arizona, driving out the deep 
shadows that seem to lurk over night 


hues that linger about the snow peaks 
to pink and red, there rolls up to your 
door a double team, with three men, 
each holding a dog and gun, and you 
remember that you have promised to 
— the day with the dogs, the 
plumed quail and some jolly com- 
panions. 

Out you tumble, then into your shoot- 
ing outfit. Pockets are filled with 
cartridges, gun taken down, and after 
what has been termed a hasty bite 
ou are up and away. What a morn- 
ng itis! There has been a white frost, 
and the roads gleam like silver and the 
air has a crispness to it that is refresh- 
ing. It acts as a tonic, and dogs and 
horses feel it and have an eager look. 
Away we go down Colorado street, 
through Lamauda as the cocks crow, 
down by Sierra Madre and the old 
oaks; many derisive notes from the 
quail do we hear, defying us to stop.

Many a jaunty plume do we see, but 
time is precious, and there is no pull 
up until we reach the big wash down 
by Monrovia, where it is always a sure 
thing. Here there are several thousand 
acres covered with low brush, cactusand 
other enemies to man,and here we 
ull up, tie the horses to atree and 
ump out, gun in hand. The dogs are 
wild. It is their first outingof the 
season, and one is a youngster not out 
of his teens. What beauties they are; 
liver and white pointers, as fine as 
silk and true as steel; bred from the 
best stock in the world, and their 
roud owner will tell you that “Bang 
ung.“ that the writer once saw priced 
at $10,000, was no better dog. 

The animals are given a run about 
to take the ‘‘kinks’’ out of them; and 
then the sportsmen move over into 
the wash, where even now is heard the 
love note of one of the dainty birds. 
What a morning it is! The sun js 
just pouring into the big wash; the 
note of the lark comes from the mesa 
beyond, and every leaf gleams and 
shimmers in the sun’s rays and bears a 
crystal drop of dew. 

The four spread out, aud with guns 
ready, move slowly ahead, stepping 
around the cactus bushes modestly, 
warning the dogs or calling them with 
whistle.

Head 
out, one paw lifted daintily, tail rigid 
as a rod of steel. Steadily, on you go, 
gently, a stone slips, rattles; then 
whir-r-r—! one, two, half a dozen, and 
you fire right and left. One down, and 
feathers flying to the left—a signal of 
distress. Off go other guns, and they 
take them as they go down the line. 

By the time you can reload the dog 
has retrieved your bird, and up rom 
before Pm goes another bird, the 
whirr of its wings, as they beat the air, 
making your heart beat faster than it 
has for months. This is a trick that 
the littie birds have; some nearly 
always straggle behind and astonish 
you by their rapid gyrations. 


Once, when shooting at Eagle Rock, 
a bird started up near the writer and 
made a complete circuit about him; so 
that, as he whirled about, his com- 
rades dro on all sides, like dead 
birds, and amid their laughter the 
quail dashed down the cafion. 

Five birds have been taken, and now, 
well scattered. the others will make 
fine sport, and we move slowly on. 
Now a point, and a beauty. hirr! 
bang! bang! Yes, down, and a good 
shot. The bird was going like a 
rocket, and flying low, turning quickly; 
and so it goes—a continual display of 
fine movements on the part of the dogs, 
and the whirr of wings. By noon the 
tired hunters show four or five dozen 
birds, and gathered about the good 
lunch, put up by thoughtful partners at 
home, and over cigarsand cold punch, 
tell what they might havedone, if such 
a cactus had not been in the way, or 
what remarkable shot was mi for 
some other reason. 

Quail shooting here is difficult for 
eastern sportsmen at first, as the little 
birds are remarkably rapid flyers and 
go like the very wind and often in a 
curious manner.

Ox Board City or Paris, Nov. 5, 
1889.—{Special Correspondence of THE

Territerial Government, would bardly 
be chosen as a place for continued 
residence unless one were aweary of 
this great world“; but it struck us as 
strange that some enterprising philan- 
thropist had never located here a seni- 
tarium for nervous sufferers. Nothing 
can be imagined more sleepy and rest- 
ful than the little city, nestled away 
in the forest, overshadowed by great, 
solemn mountains, and half hidden, 
an even the approaching ships, by 
e fairy islands of its placid bay. The 
very atmosphere is somnolent. Here 
are no noisy shops, no revolvin 
wheels, no pulsing engines, no ta 
chimneys, reaching sky ward, pollute 
the air with smoke and grime; along 
these quiet streets no wagons rattle 
no car-bells tinkle, no hucksters vend 
their wares. Even the Chinese cheap- 
labor question fails to agitate the 
ople of Sitka, and ong hears no 
aintest mention of stocks, options, 
trusts, booms, corners or corner lots; 
no fears of combinations or strikes dis- 
tress the dwellers of this silent, peace- 
ful northern isle. We had heard that 
early tourists had found it a difficult 
matter to sleep when the midnight sun 
made it possible to read without lamps 
at any hour of night, and sunset and 
dawn mingled their hues in a blaze of 
‘glory over the northern heavens. It 
seemed to us the only difficulty would 
be to keep awake at any time, day or 
night. Sitting on the broad rock which 
forms a terrace in front of one of the 
block-houses, steeping ourselves in the 
soit sunshine of a balmy autumn day, 
with Nature at her grandest and best 
all about us, with not a discordant 
sight or sound anywhere, we act- 
ually soaked our tired nerves in the 
restfulness of the scene, and thioking 
of the tired millions who oft-times 
chant the old hymn, Ob, Where Shall 
Rest be Found,” with no expecta- 
tion of an answer this side the ceme- 
tery, felt wo would like to tell them 
one and all to come to Sitka.”

They are acknowled 
to be industrious and ingenious, quick 
to acquire and ready in practice of 
any available industry, and the onl 
trouble is the one before mentioned: 
the lack of avenues for their training 
after it has been 


mand in a scantily populated * 
where the natives can easily build 
huts of logs from the forest; shoe- 
makers will hardly thrive where 
the mildness of the climate admits of 
going barefooted almost the entire 
year, and deerskins are so easily to be 
obtained for moccasins, if needed. 
The knowledge of the management of 
a laundry and operation of mangles is 
of but little practical utility in a set- 
tlement chiefly Siwash, and black- 
smithing would soon become a lost art 
in a place like Sitka, where an ancient 
span of mules, belonging to the mis- 
sion, and one more ancient still, the 
relic of ol garrison days, that has 
managed to subsist for seven years, 
unhoused and unfed, constitute the 
only equine population. The hope of 
the missionaries is that the country 
may develop sufficiently to require the 
labor of the natives as they become 
fitted for civilization, and thus they 
be kept from going back into enforced 
idleness and barbarism. We heard 
no censure of the missionaries or their 
work, except from the element whose 
h interests would be served 
by keeping the native in his 
resent condition. The native popu- 
ation in Sitka is far greater in num- 
r than the whites, but the village 
was more cleanly and better =, than 
in other places we visited. The au- 
thorities have forced the natives to 
adopt some reasonable sanitary rules, 
and, by a system of fines and rewards, 
a more decent condition of things has 
been maintained than prevails usually 
in a Siwash rancherie. . 
The climate of Sitka, when it is 
good, is “very, very good, as we can 
testify; but it is seldom on its good be- 
bavior, and, if we may believe 
dents, is usually bhorrid.“ The mud 
and rain must render it depressing to 
the spirits, and we could see one might 
2 tire of an enforced residence in 
itka. The resources for — 
must be limited, as, except the Indian 
Rlver walk and the hot springs, we 
heard of no other resorts; and one will 
grow tired of rewing on the bay and of 
fishing. The mails are only due once 
in a fortnight; entertainments, except 
of the amateur sort, unheard of; the 
food supply is limited and expensive. 
The fresh meat for the residents is 


brought up by boat from Juneau, ex-

Fish is, of course, 
plentiful, but they must depend on 
canned vegetables and condensed milk.
